DIVISION  OF  TICK  ERADICATION  AND  SPECIAL  DISEASES  AND 
INTERSTATE  INSPECTION  DIVISION  CONSOLIDATED 

A  consolidation  of  the  Division  of  Tick  Eradication  and  Special  Diseases  and 
the  Interstate  Inspection  Division  became  effective  September  1,  1943.  The 
new  division,  of  which  W.  M.  MacKellar  is  in  charge  and  Rudolph  Snyder  as- 
sistant in  charge,  is  designated  as  the  Interstate  Inspection  Division.
